5* At all plants (l, 18 and 24) determine the approximate 
dimensions, including height, of all larg^ buildings. 

Differentiate between old, new or incomplete structures. If an 
approach to the complex area is possible at night, observe starts 
and sounds which indicate plant operation such as lights, 
hammering or plant vehicle operation.
